The Studies Of Foreign Aid 
Aimed At Changing Times 


WASHINGTON—Commenting 
on the Senate’s rejection of 
the foreign aid bill majority 
leader Mike Mansfield 
(D- 
Mont.) said: “ Perhaps this is 
part of the changing situation 
in the world in the early 
seventies. Perhaps it is time to 
develop new ideas and get 
away from old ideas.” 
While 
President 
N i x o n 
deplo red the Senate’s v o te, he 
co uld hardly take issue with 
Mansfield’s analy sis. Fo r die 
President has said much the 
same thing o n sev eral oc­ 
casio ns. In a Sept. 15, 1970, 
message to Co ngress pro po sing 
a “ majo r transfo rmatio n in o ur 
fo reign assistance pro grams,” 
Nix o n stated: “ The wo rld has 
been changing dramatically ; 
by the end o f the six ties, there 
was 
widespread 
agreement 
that o ur pro grams fo r fo reign 
assistance had no t kept up with 
these chantes and were lo sing 
their effectiv eness.” 
Nixon added, however, that 
“ The answer is not to stop 
foreign aid or to slash 
it 
further. The answer is 
to 
reform our foreign assistance 
programs and do our share to 
meet the needs of the seven­ 
ties.” To this end he proposed 
that separate organizations be 
set up to handle each com­ 
ponent of the U.S. foreign aid 
program—security assistance, 
development assistance, and 
humanitarian assistance.

The President again urged 
reorganization of the foreign 
aid structure in an April 2>1, 
1971, message. At the same 
time, he transmitted legislation 
to consolidate 
military 
and 
security assistance programs

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Facing Up To Bus Problems 


As the City of Lincoln goes about picking 
up the pieces left by a rather disreputable 
private bus operation and tries to transform 
that operation into a public transit system 
worthy of the community, a number of pro­ 
posals will be offered to accomplish that 
goal. 
For example, the Lincoln Areawide Pro­ 
ject on Aging brought before the Lincoln 
Transportation System Board at its first 
meeting last week a two-pronged proposal 
which would offer transportation relief for 
the elderly. One envisions a radio-dispatched, 
door-to-door escort service for the elderly, 
the other proposes a reduced fare for all 
Lincolnites 65 and over. 
The transportation advisory board defer­ 
red action in order to determine how the 
proposals will fit into the broad picture of 
its still-rough plan for a better bus system. 
Several questions have to be answered con­ 
cerning the latter proposal. Among them, 
should the board recommend that the city 
commit itself to an open-end subsidy of fares? 
Should the city accept as fact the contention 
that all senior citizens qualify for a reduced 
fare on the basis of need? 
The point being that the board shouldn’t 
be rushed into making those recommendations 
which will turn the proverbial sow’s ear into 


a silk purse. There will be other proposals 
of merit that will have to be taken into 
consideration as well. And it would take some 
imagination to believe that the proper mix 
of routes, rates, schedules and extra services 
can be blended into a super system at the 
snap of a finger. 
First things first, however, and delivery 
of the new buses is first. 
The transportation board stands behind 
Mayor Schwartzkopf and City Atty. Richard 
Wood, who contend that the federal Urban 
Mass Transit Administration should reverse 
its earlier decision that Lincoln accept the 
bid of The Flxible Co. to provide the 36 
new coaches. 
The city maintains that it should contract 
with General Motors Corp. on the grounds 
that GM is the low bidder when the intent 
of the specifications is considered, because 
the GM bid offered higher-grade tires and 
because GM has promised an earlier delivery 
date. 
Lincolnites will have to suffer through 
one more winter with the old buses no matter 
which bid is accepted. We believe the city 
should make the one more effort now planned 
to gain approval of the GM bid. If unsuc­ 
cessful, then it will have to accept a less 
desirable alternative. 


No Relief In State Aid? 


Hie Ho use Fo reign Affairs 
Co mmittee, 
in 
repo rting 
a 
fo reign aid autho rizatio n bill o n 
J uly 26 , declined to take actio n 
o n the reo rganizatio n bills. The 
two -y ear autho rizatio n “ wo uld 
enable the legislativ e branch to 
appro ach 
the 
pro blems 
o f 
fo reign aid reo rganizatio n with 
greater deliberatio n 
witho ut 
jeo pardizing the co ntinuatio n o f 
the pro gram,” the co mmittee 
repo rt said. It added that the 
legislativ e steps needed to im­ 
plement the President’s pro ­ 
po sals co uld no t be co mpleted 
befo re 1972. 
it it it 
The Senate’s action may well 
push foreign aid reorganization 
into the limelight ahead of 
schedule. S e p a r a t i o n of 
military and economic aid, as 
proposed by Nixon, would have 
met many of the objections to 
the bill voted down on Oct. 
29. 
When it takes up the question 
of reorganization, Congress will 
have 
more 
than 
enough 
material to consider. Several 
studies of foreign aid have been 
issued in recent years, 
in­ 
cluding one by a White House 
task force headed by former 
Bank of America President 
Rudolph A. Peterson. Among 
other 
things, 
the 
Peterson 
panel 
recommended 
t h a t 
development aid be channeled 
mainly through 
international 
lending institutions and that 
U.S. bilateral assistance 
be 
“ provided largely” within a 
framework set by the interna­ 
tional organizations.” 
Altho ugh the structure of the 
fo reign aid pro gram has been 
called 
into 
questio n, 
few 
perso ns wo uld dispute the fact 
that such assistance is v itally 
needed. As Wo rld Bank Presi­ 
dent Ro bert S. McNamara o nce 
put it, “ The simple fact is that 
in the last third o f the 20th 
Century , the underdev elo ped

Union Funds For Boyle's Campaign 


We interpret the governor’s remarks to 
mean that he believes that state aid to educa­ 
tion has had little effect on the mill levy 
of school districts.

SAN FRANCISCO - An ex­ 
tensive court-ordered 
busing 
program to desegregate this 
city’s schools got under way 
this fall, and at their first op­ 
portunity — th e Nov. 2 elec­ 
tions — San Francsicans show­ 
ed they didn’t like it. 


They voted strongly to make 
their board of education elec­ 
tive for the first time since 
1897, a vote by which Mayor 
Joseph Alioto had said they 
could show their displeasure 
with the busing program. In 
other referenda, they 
voted 
also to end tenure for school 
administrators and rejected a 
$56.1-million 
school 
bond 
issue.

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Thus, although busing was 
not much discussed in the 
mayoralty campaign, by any 
measure of the outcome of the 
elections, the people of t hi s 
liberal, multi-racial city show­ 
ed their dislike of the program. 
And that is one more measure 
of the difficulties that must be

if racial 
segregation is to be attacked 
outside the South as well as in 
the old confederacy. 
Yet,

segregation in San Francisco 
were indisputable. At the close 
of the 1979-71 school year, 89

were concentrated in 27 of 97 
schools; in the 27 enrollment 
ranged from 48 to 97 per cent 
black. Yet, black children con­ 
stitute only about 29 per'cent of 
the elementary school popula­ 
tion.

Bit Of History Is Lost With Closing Of Three Branch Libraries

With the opening of the Charles H. Gere and Victor 
E. Anderson branch libraries oomies the closing of three 
historical buildings that have served library -goers for the 
past half century . 
According to Charles E. Dalry mple, director of library 
services, “ the most logical solution to the problem of serving 
an ever-increasing population was to build larger libraries 
with 
more 
adequate 
collections 
and 
longer 
hours 
of 
service.” 
“ Since the old buildings were not repairable or ex ­ 
pandable,” continued Dalry mple, “ units which comprise three 
times as much actual space and three to five times as 
many books and twice the hours of service were planned.” 
These larger branch buildings are replacing College View, 
Havelock and University Place branches, a s » well as the 
Southeast Temporary Unit. 
Made possible through funding by Carnegie Foundation 
grants, the branch libraries in College View, Havelock and 
University Place are sknilar in sty le. Each of the three 
brick buildings features a neo-classic facade and high ceilings 
within. 


The Carnegie grants were made with the stipulation that 
a community would furnish the site and supiriy an annual 
maintenance fund of at ieast 1 % of the amount of the 


grant. 


The first of the Carnegie libraries built was the Havelock 
branch, located at 4308 No. 63rd. In was opened in 19 07 . 
According to Mrs. Shirley Young, librarian at Havelock 
for the past seven y ears, the building is in “ terrible shape 
and really too small to justify further ex penditure.” 
Mrs. Young reports that plaster fell from the walls and 
that “ rain and snow easily found their way through the 
cracks.” But the ¡rfiy sical inciwiveniences did not detract frojn 
the “ intimate neighborhood atmosphere” that ¡» •evaited in 
the library . 
“ Although it is alway s hard to leave the old,” said Mrs. 
Young, now librarian at ¿ e Victor E. Anderson branch lilwary , 
“ one must move with the times.” 
It is also with mix ed feelings that Miss Aubrey Lockenour 
leaves the University Place branch library , located at No. 
48th and Cleveland, after serving a s librarian there for seven 
y ears. It is lij^e “ leaving an old, much-loved house and 


moving into ,a new one,” said Miss Lochenour, who is now 
working at the Anderson branch. 
The building, erected in 19 16 at the cost of $10,000, shows 
the least deterioration of the tlwee Carnegie libraries. 
For the opening of the University Place library on New 
Years Day 19 17 , the shelves were filled with 1,618 volumes. 
An anony mous gift of five dollars was made at that time for 
the purchase of a clock. 
In the early history of the library there was a strong 
link with the Methodist Church which also served the small 
commuidty of University Place. 
When the suburb was consolidated with the city of Lincoln 
in 19 26, the library .became part of the Lincoln library sy stem. 
Opening its <k)ors for the first time on J anuary 3, 19 16, 
was the College View Library , built on land adjoining and 
belonging to Union College. 
Included in the furnishings of the library were a drinking 
fountain donated by the Womens Christian Temperance Union 
and a telephone d(Hiated by the Lincoln Telephone Com­ 
pany . 
When Uie city of Lincoln incorporated College View in 


19 29 , it was provided that the land would revert to Unfcm 
College if use of the library was discontinued. 
It is interesting to note that m its 56 y ears of ex istence,’ 
the library has had only three librarians. 
“ Creaky floors, a leaky roof, doors that would not lock, 
cracked walls and many other evidences of age have ma(k 
this Carnegie building no longer useful as a library ,” said 
Mrs. Malissa M. Ruy balid, librarian at the College View 
branch for the past 15% y ears. 
Nevertheless, it was with “ a bit of nostalgia” that Mrs. 
Ruy balid turned the key s to the old building for the last 
time. 
“ Many happy moments have been spent there helping 
the patrons of Southeast Lincoln, and others from all parts • 
of the city ,” said Mrs. Ruy balid, who is now reference librarian . 
at the Charles H. Gere branch library . 
Through the efforts of Lawrence Lee, former assistant 
Librarian at College View and present editor of the 
Clo ck ! 
Tower at Union College, the library will remain standing ^ 
fM* a few more y ears. 
The building will eventually be tom down to make way 
for,the ex pansion of a nearby science building. Until then, 
it will be the temporary home of the Union College Museum.

‘‘We hav e slightly ov er 19 ,000 
feedlots in the state with just 40 
that 
hav e 
completed 
their 
sy stems, 172 that hav e had 
their sy stems approv ed 
for 
construction and an additional 
225 that hav e had the sy stem 
designs prepared,” said Dr. 
William Splinter, chairman of 
the Department of Agriculture 
Engineering at the Univ ersity 
of Nebraska. 
Not all of the feedlots need 
treatment. “ A rough estimate 
would show 25% that need v ery 
little 
treatment, 
25% 
need 
minor treatment, such as a 
terrace to keep water off a 
feedlot, and perhaps an area to 
dispose of waste material from 
the lot. Possibly 50% of the 
feedlots will hav e to spend 
quite a bit of money to comply 
with the law and perhaps 1% 
will be impossible to 
solv e 
economically and will hav e to 
mov e the lot or close it up,” 
estimates Conrad 
Gilbertson 
USDA Agriculture Engineer at 
the Univ ersity of Nebraska.

The prac­ 
tices recommended in Kansas 
and Colorado, such as scraping 
feedlots, sound good, but we 
know

can contribute to pollution of 
water instead of prev enting it. 
We find that a well-trampled 
manure pack will seal out the 
water from seepage into the 
water table. The real problem 
is with a feedlot that is aban- 
‘ doned. 
We hope

guidelines soon for use when a 
feeder wants to abandon a 
feedlot,” he added.

large ex periment at the Field

would seem a

enough thing to simply sprinkle 
the liquid ov er fields but there I 
are problems. 
“ We don’t know why for sure, 
but in 1969 we managed to kill 
most of the new grass in a field 
we sprinkled with waste water. 
Later ex periments conducted in 
19 70 and 71 indicate that the 
grass prospered and produced 
as much as 313% more grass 
than untreated areas. Protein 
content was higher too. At this 
point I would strongly suggest 
a farmer try it on a small area 
first to see if there is a chance 
of destroy ing his crop,” he 
said. 
Gilbertson 
speculates 
that 
salts settled in the liquid or 
some unusual combination of 
plant nutrients in the waste 
material caused the plants to 
die. 
Gilbertson has a three-acre 
pasture on the Vem J ones farm 
near Nebraska City where he is 
testing the effect of liquid on 
v arious grasses.

After the sy stem is com­ 
pleted, it is inspected and ap­ 
prov ed and y ou are free to feed 
cattle.

Mrs. Lu cille Nev els tells u s is 
the correct u sage rather than 
‘home,’ is to prov ide a place for 
y ou ng women between the ages 
of 16 and 18, who cannot fu nc­ 
tion in their present liv ing 
situ ations, to reside. 
The dream began in 1969, 
when the WICS (Women in 
Commu nity Serv ice) came to 
grips with the cry ing need of 
placement for girls who were 
either delinqu ent or pre-delin­ 
qu ent and homeless. The WICS 
offices, which are manned by a 
generally v olu nteer staff, are 
located in the YWCA bu ilding. 
The coordination of the two 
grou ps came natu rally . 
In 
the 
presence 
of 
the 
residence concept, there also 
were 
many 
phy sical 
and 
tangible needs that demanded 
fu lfillment, Mrs. Nev els ex ­ 
plains. Fu nding was one of the 


first hills to climb, and finding 
a home that wou ld be su itable 
h r su ch a project was another 
bridge that had to be crossed. 
Between December of 
1969 
and Ju ly of this y ear, arou nd 
$50.000 was allocated throu gh 
Federal 
fu nds and 
another 
$16,000 was raised locally . After 
ex tended negotiations a home 
was fou ndi and pu rchased. 
The residence is a 
well- 
maintained older home which 
featu res three lev els, althou gh 
only two are being u sed at 
present. The capacity of the 
home is 12, and eight girls 
maintain qu arters there now. 
The 
program, 
u nder 
the 
gu idance of Mrs. Nev els, social 
worker Mrs. Noreen Slater and 
three su perv isors is v ery fu ll 
and complete. 
Girls are referred to the 
residence throu gh agencies in 
the commu nity su ch as the 
Ju v enile 
Cou rt, 
the 
Parole 
Administration, the 
Welfare 
offices, State Social Serv ices or 
the police. On first arriv al, the 
girls are giv en a 
one-day 
orientation with the su perv isor 
on du ty . She is tau ght all of her 
fu nctions and responsibilities 
within the home, 
inclu ding 
cleaning, cooking, bu dgeting 
and personal hy giene. 
The 
girl 
is 
placed 
im­ 
mediately either in school or in 
a job if she doesn’t already 
hav e one, and a rou tine is 
established. Hou se du ties are 


assigned on a rotation basis, 
and each girl is assigned her 
du ties for a w e e k - l on g 
period. 
For instance: 
each 
week 
there is one cook and a second 
and third assistant. The main 
cook mu st prepare all lu ncheon 
and dinner meals for the week, 
plan the menu s, check the 
su pplies and create at least two 
gou rmet meals. The job of the 
second cook is to wash the 
dishes, and the third cook mops 
the floor, empties the garbage, 
sets the table and su pplies at­ 
tractiv e center pieces. 
Cu rfews requ ire that the girls 
be in the hou se between the 
hou rs of 5 o’clock and 7:30 for 
dinner and du ties, and home by 
10 o’clock on weekday s and 
midnight on the weekends. 
The program is designed for 
treament any where from three 
months 
to 
a 
y ear, 
and 
sometimes two y ears. Du ring 
that 
period 
the 
girls 
are 
cou nseled by Mrs. Slater, the 
social worker. At the end of 
their stay , when Mrs. Nev els 
and Mrs. Slater determine the 
indiv idu al is ready , the girl is 
placed in independent liv ing 
qu arters.

. . . BEST KSU GAME, NU MISTAKES

Hindman Wall believes in the adage that 
any team can beat another on any given 
Saturday — with two exceptions. 
“ For us (Kansas State) to beat Nebraska, 
we’re going to have to play the best game 
of the season and they’re going to have 
to make a lot of mistakes,” said the KSU 
scout who watched Nebraska crush Iowa 
State, 37-0, Saturday at Memorial Stadium. 
“ That’s just about the only way we could 
win.” 
Terming NU the most physical team in 
the Big Eight if not the country, Wall praised 
the Huskers as a complete football team. 
“ Their tremendous defensive ability to 
contain both the run and pass gives the 
offense great field position,” he says, “ And 
their offense is so versatile — it takes ad­ 
vantage of every break.” 
But rivalry and proximity will also enter 
into Saturday’s NU-KSU tilt. 
Since Vince Gibson took over the reigns 
of the Wildcats, KSU holds one win and, ex­ 
cluding last year's 51-13 NU romp, the largest 
NU victory margin was 11 points. And 
Manhattan is about a 24-hour drive from 
Lincoln. 
“ You have to consider those factors, too,” 
Wall adds, “ This has been a good series 


and I can’t help but think if we have a 
great game and they made mistakes, we 
can win.” 
In praising NU’s defense, Wall inevitably 
acclaims the Husker offense. 
“ They really don’t do anything different 
from week to week, they just do it so well,” 
he says, “ They have some great personnel 
and good depth.Their execution is almost 
perfect.” 
Wall says KSU now with 4-5 record has 
reverted to the passing game that carried 
the Kansans to prominence with quarterback 
Lynn Dickey.

lo t o f y ards,” he emphasized, “ We’v e had 
so me critical injuries at so me key spo ts 
and we hav en’t had the depth to replace 
tho se peo ple — that’s really hurt us this 
seaso n.” 
He said the Wildcats were a vastly im­ 
proved football team from the start of the 
campaign despite the number of young 
players. But he adds what the national polls 
have said all season. 
“ Bob Devaney (NU coach) has had a 
lot of great teams in the five years I’ve 
scouted Nebraska,” Wall says, “ And this 
is the best one I’ve seen.”

After 
waiting in anticipation of this 
moment for several minutes,

Grossman entered the room. 


Catching on right 
away, 


Grossman, threw up his arms, 
smiled, and said "Hi " Some- 
one said "how ya dom', Lyle?" 


"It's cheating, it ain't fair,' 


said Grossman, moving around 
the 
room 
to 
greet 
the 


guests 


Sunday night Grossman had 


plenty of company, but last 
Aug 21 he spent nine of the 
loneliest hours of his life, when 
he 
and 
his 
two-year-old 


daughter were trapped in an 
overturned car in a creekbed 
near Eagle 


Grosman told rescuers he 


had repeatedly blown his car's 
horn to attract the attention of 
passing cars, but the car ap- 
parently was not visible from 
the road. 


After the accident, doctors 


were not optimistic about his 
chances of walking again. But 
after a back operation in mid- 
September, he started making 
progress 


Motioning with an upturned 


palm, Grossman described to 
friends Sunday night how he 
"laid in bed, tried, and sweat" 
until he could sit up after the 
operation.

rehabilitation center at Douglas

Nebraskans are ready to cast aside the emo- 
tionalism of the past and give consideration 
to interbasm 
water 
diversion 
within the 


state. 


"The emotionalism which triggered the ter- 


rific fights of the past has largely disappeared," 
Kremer said. 


"There seems to be an understanding that 


we need to start talking about diverting water 
from one river basin to another. 


"But if and when that is done," Kremer 


stressed, "it should be undertaken only on a 
project by project basis." 


Kremer, chairman of the legislative study 


committee on water resources, said he is pleas- 
ed with general acceptance of the framework 
study for a comprehensive state water plan. 


Kremcr's committee conducted three days 


of public hearings on the plan last week at 
which more than 30 persons p r e s e n t e d 
testimony.

Kremer said witnesses not only indicated 


that the time has come to consider water 
diversion, but they acknowledged that "it is 
now necessary for the State of Nebraska to 
participate in financing the development of our 
water resources." 


The study committee, Kremer said, will 


probably recommend adoption of the framework 
study by the 1972 Legislature. "I am sure 
that will happen," he said. 


Kremer also expects his committee to 


recommend "a study of financing methods" 
by which the state can help fund water pro- 
jects 


"We will want to consider the best means 


of distributing funds and the possible transfer 
of funding already available," he said.

New Delhi — Unimpeachable Indian 


sources said here Sunday that despite 
official denials, Indian troops crossed 
the borders into East Pakistan last 
week to silence Pakistani guns that 
were shelling Indian territory.

Washington (#) 
The new 


FBI building, starting an 11- 
story climb from a vast pit 
beside Pennsylvania Avenue, is 
a monument to J. 
Edgar 


Hoover and to the inefficiency 
of 
government 
construction 


techniques. 


There is no doubt in official 


Washington that the building, 
to be completed in 1974, will be 
named for and dedicated to 
Hoover, the FBI director for 47 
years. 


Equally certain is that the 


massive, yellowish concrete 
building will cost taxpayers at 
least $42 million more than ex- 
pected, making it the most ex- 
pensive government building 


. ever. 


When Congress approved the 


building in 1962, completion 
was expected in four to five 
years at a cost of $60 million. 
Instead, the government is 
•taking nearly a dozen years 
and $102 million to do the 
job. 


"I am convinced that the 


ancient Egyptians were able to 
build their pyramids in far less 
time than it is talking to erect 
our new building," Hoover 
himself complained in a recent 
speech. 


He noted some criticis have 


maintained! the only reason he 
is staying on as director is to 
be present at the 
dedica- 


tion. 


"This is nonsense," 
said 


Hoover. "At the rate 
the 


building is going up, none of us 


i mil be around by the time it is 
' completed." 


More than two years were lost 


waiting for Congress to ap- 
propriate 
money 
for 
the 


building it had already ap- 
proved. Based on the $102- 
million final cost divided by the 
current 1% per month increase 
in construction expenses due to 
inflation the delay also added 
$25 million to the cost.

Congress for authority to do a 
project," said W. A. Meisen, 
assistant GSA commissioner. 
"But we would have a sizable 
amount in this fund for annual 
construction expenditures and 
wouldn't have to go back for 
appropriations."

saved money if the new FBI 
building had been designed as a 
simple cube and given another 


location, 
a c c o r d i n g 
to 


spokesmen for the architects, 
G. F. Murphy Associates of

"The FBI actually would 


have preferred a more func- 
tional design," said project 
architect John Anderson. 


However, because it was 


located 
on the 
ceremonial 


avenue, federal p l a n n e r s 
decided that 2.5 million square 
feet of offices — only the Pen- 
tagon will be larger — massed 
in a huge block would be an 
eyesore.

designing the building around a 


courtyard. The structure will 
be seven-stories high on three 
sides and 11 stories at the rear 
with two of these floors pro- 
jecting beyond the walls of 
lower floors. An open plaza will 
occupy all the second1 floor ex- 
cept for elevators and the 
visitors' tour areas. 


"The open plaza on the se- 


cond floor is wasted space in. a 
functional sense," Anderson

The architects said concern 


for cost forced elimination of 
plans for a fountain in the 
courtyard arid a roof garden 
atop the 7th floor.

There will be an 800-car 


garage including wash and 
repair facilities, a library, a 
700-seat auditorium, a two-

center, a printing plant, a data 
processing center and facilities 
for coding and decoding.

stand atop Lenin's red granite 
tomb were the Communist 
party general secretary, Leonid 
I. Brezhnev, Premier Alexei N.

leaders. 


Aside from 
the relatively 


mild tone of Grechko's speech, 
several placards and slogans 
carried by the marchers in this 
54th anniversary p a r a d e 
stressed what the Communists 
call their peace program. 


One huge poster bore- a pic- 


ture 
of 
Brezhnev 
and 
a 


reproduction of the Pravda 


front page of Oct. 31 carrying 
the joint declaration of prin- 
ciples signed by the Communist 
party leader' and President 
Georges Pompidou of France 
when he was in Paris.

Columbia, Md. UP> - An early 


morning fire swept through five 
townhouses here Sunday and a 
fire official 
complained 
the 


layout of the so-called model

fighting the blaze. 


"The buildings are arranged 


to be aesthetically pleasing to 
the eye, and not for aiding 
firemen," said John J. Poetker, 
the Howard County fire chief. 


A spokesman for the Rouse 


Co., developers of Columbia, 
caUedthe charges "ridiculous." 


W. Scott Ditch, vice president 


of public affairs for Rouse, 
said, "Everything in Columbia 
is in total compliance with ex- 
isting codes and we feel that 
county standards are entirely 
adequate. This kind of thing 
could have ihappended any- 
where." 


Poetker acknowledged that 


Columbia was in compliance 
with county' regulations. 
He 


said, however, "I personally 
feel there is a need for more 
fire stops — a noncombustible 
wall made of cinder blocks or 
brick." 


Poetker also said one reason 


for the fire's rapid spread was 
"too much open square footage, 
in'some cases up to 300 square 
feet in the attic area." 


The fire left 
12 families 


homeless, but the only injury 
was to a fireman who suffered 
a burned hand. Officials said it 
started in the basement of one 


of the townhouses, apparently 
because a gas-fired furnace 
caught fire. 


Poetker said firefighting ef- 


forts were hampered by the ir- 
regular shape of the building 
complex and by a parking lot 
that made it "very, very dif- 
ficult to get equipment next to 
the building." To get to one 
part of the burning buildings, 
Poetker said, the men "had to 
work over a 100-yard space" 
because landscaping prevented 


them from moving equipment 
closer.

Baltimore and Washington, was 
opened in 1966. It has 17,000 
residents 
and has 
b e e n 


described by housing officials 
as an example of the type of 
planned community that will 
exist frequently in the future.

Studies Of Foreign Aid 


Aimed At Changing Times 


WASHINGTON—Commenting' 


on the Senate's rejection of 
the foreign aid bill majority 
leader Mike Mansfield 
CD- 


Mont.) said: "Perhaps this is 
part of the changing situation 
in the world in the early 
seventies. Perhaps it is time to 
develop new ideas and get 
away from old ideas." 


While President N i x o n 


deplored the Senate's vote, he 
could hardly take issue with 
Mansfield's analysis. For the 
President has said much the 
same thing on several oc- 
casions. In a Sept. 15, 1970, 
message to Congress proposing 
a "major transformation in our 
foreign assistance programs," 
Nixon stated: "The world has 
been changing dramatically; 
by the end of the sixties, there 
was widespread agreement 
that our programs for foreign 
assistance had not kept up with 
these chantes and were losing 
their effectiveness." 


Nixon added, however, that 


"The answer is not to stop 
foreign aid or to slash it 
further. The answer is to 
reform our foreign assistance 
programs and do our share to 
meet the needs of the seven- 
ties." To this end he proposed 
that separate organizations be 
set up to handle each com- 
ponent of the U.S. foreign aid 
program—security assistance, 
development assistance, and 
•humanitarian assistance.

The President again urged 


reorganization of the foreign 
aid structure in an April 21, 
1971, message. At the same 
time, he transmitted legislation 
to consolidate military and 
security assistance programs 
under the State Department 
and 
separate 
them 
from 


economic 
and 
development 


programs, which would be ad- 
ministered by two new agen- 
cies: the I n t e r n a t i o n a l 
Development Institute and the 
I n t ernatiorial 
Divelopment 


Corporation. 


The House Foreign Affairs 


Committee, in reporting a 
foreign aid authorization bill on 
July 26, declined to take action 
on the reorganization bills. The 
two-year authorization "would 
enable the legislative branch to 
approach the problems of 
foreign aid reorganization with 
greater 
deliberation 
without 


jeopardizing the continuation of 
the program," the committee 
report said. It added that the 
legislative steps needed to im- 
plement the President's pro- 
posals could not be completed 
before 1972.

The Senate's action may well 


push foreign aid reorganization 
into the limelight ahead of 
schedule. S e p a r a t i o n of 
military and economic aid, as 
proposed by Nixon, would have 
met many of the objections to 
the bill voted dawn on Oct.

When it takes up the question 


of reorganization, Congress will 
have 
more 
than 
enough 


material to consider. Several 
studies of foreign aid have been 
issued in recent years, in- 
cluding one by a White House 
task force headed by former 
Barak of America President 
Rudolph A Peterson.

Dlst. by Editorial Research Reports 
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Facing Up To Bus Problems 


As the City of Lincoln goes about picking 


up the pieces left by a rather disreputable 
private bus operation and tries to transform 
that operation into a public transit system 
worthy of the community, a number of pro- 
posals will be offered to accomplish 
that 


goal 


For example, the Lincoln Area wide Pro- 


ject on Aging brought before the Lincoln 
Transportation System 
Board at its first 


meeting last week a two-pronged proposal 
which would offer transportation relief for 
the elderly. One envisions a radio-dispatched, 
door-to-door escort service for the elderly, 
the other proposes a reduced fare for all 
Lincolnites 65 and over. 


The transportation advisory board defer- 


red action in order to determine how the 
proposals will fit into the broad picture of 
its still-rough plan for a better bus system. 
Several questions have to be answered con- 
cerning the latter proposal. Among them, 
should the board recommend that the uty 
commit itself to an open-end subsidy of fares? 
Should the city accept as fact the contention 
that all senior citizens qualify for a reduced 
fare on the basis of need? 


The point being that the board shouldn't 


be rushed into making those recommendations 
which will turn the proverbial sow's ear into 


a silk purse. There will be other proposals 
of merit that will have to be taken into 
consideration as well. And it would take some 
imagination to believe that the proper mix 
of routes, rates, schedules and extra services 
can be blended into a super system at the 
snap of a finger. 


First things first, however, and delivery 


of the new buses is first. 


The transportation board stands behind 


Mayor Schwartzkopf and City Atty. Richard 
Wood, who contend that the federal Urban 
Mass Transit Administration should reverse 
its earlier decision that Lincoln accept the 
bid of The Flxible Co. to provide the 36 
new coaches 


The city maintains that it should contract 


with General Motors Corp. on the grounds 
that GM is the low bidder when the intent 
of the specifications is considered, 
because 


the GM bid offered higher-grade tires and 
because GM has promised an-earlier delivery 
date. 


Lincolnites will have to suffer through 


one more winter with the old buses no matter 
which bid is accepted. We believe the city 
should make the one more effort now planned 
to gain approval of the GM bid. If unsuc- 
cessful, then it will have to accept a less 
desirable alternative 


No Relief In State Aid? 


Gov. Exon told a conference of school 


leaders last week that attempts to tie state 
aid to local governments to property tax relief 
are a "cruel deception." 


"The people of this state have, for several 


years, been misled and deluded by being 
told that state aid to political subdivisions, 
including state aid to education, was the same 
as property tax relief. I would like to end 
this cruel deception once and for all . . Aid 
to education, like property tax relief, should 
not be hidden in a smoke screen, or have 
traveling companions to justify their cause," 
the governor said. 


Pointing to statistics, the governor sa:d 


since 1965 property taxes collected for local 
purposes have increased 59% while collections 
"for education alone have increased over 70% 


We interpret the governor's remarks to 


mean that he believes that state aid to educa- 
tion has had little effect on the mill levy 
of school districts. 


At a legislative hearing the same day, 


several school administrators noted that the 
state aid program — limited as it is — 
had, 
in fact, allowed their school districts 


to reduce their property tax mill levies It 
is a sound, if not irrefutable assumption that 
there are a good many other districts in 
which the mill levy was reduced — or the 
average rate of increase reduced — because 
of the state aid program. 


What would be the impact, then, if the 


state assistance program were funded to the 
point it should be?

best hope to get it is through a 
massive young vote. 


Everybody is guessing how — 


or if — young Americans will 
register and vote.

We won't know if or how they 


will vote until they do. 


But if they can force change 


in both major parties either 
through a shout at the ballotbox 
or by silent threat, they will 
have succeeded in moving two 
institutions which have been 
largely u n r e s p o n s i v e to 
demands for national reform.

Son Franciscans Show Displeasure With Busing; 


Some Cities Tending Toward More Segregation 


SAN FRANCISCO - An ex- 


tensive court-ordered 
busing 


program to desegregate this 
city's schools got under way 
this fall, and at their first op- 
portunity — t h e Nov. 2 elec- 
tions — San Francsicans show- 
ed they didn't like it. 


They voted strongly to make 


their board of education elec- 
tive for the first time since 
1897, 
a vote by which Mayor 


Joseph Ahoto had said they 
could show their displeasure 
with the busing program. In 
other referenda, they voted 
also to end tenure for school 
administrators and rejected a 
$56.1-million 
school 
b o n d 


issue. 


Alioto, who does not believe 


the 
busing 
program 
was 


necessary in San Francisco, 
was easily re-elected over 10 
opponents 
— Mrs. D i a n e 


Feinstein, who favored busing, 
was a distant third. A political 
newcomer, Quentin L. Kopp, 
wona seat on the city's Board 
of Supervisors; he is the at- 
torney who represents Chinese 
parents who have put up stiff 
opposition to the busing pro- 
gram. 


Moreover, as the systam 


works now, the voters must 
confirm the mayor's appointees 
to the school board. The two 
confirmed1, one of the 
first 


Chinese-American . ever

serve on the board, are both 
committed to eliminating most 
of the busing that was started 
in September.

Thus, although'Tjusing was 


not much discussed in the 
mayoralty campaign, by any 
measure of the outcome of the 
elections, the people of t h i s 
liberal, multi-racial city show- 
ed their dislike of the program. 
And that is one more measure

everywhere if racial 


segregation is to be attacked 
outside the South as well as in 
the old confederacy. 


Yet, 
the facts 
of

segregation in San F/ancisco 
were indisputable. At the close 
of the 1970-71 school year, 80 
per cent of the city's b l a c k 
elementary 
school 
children 


were concentrated in 27 of 97 
schools; in the 27 enrollment 
ranged from 48 to 97 per cent 
black. Yet, black children con- 
stitute only about 29 per'cent of 
the elementary school popula- 
tion. 


Figures like those could be 


duplicated in most American 
cities; in fact, most city school 
segregation is worse than it 
was in San Francisco. In some 
cities — Boston, tor instance — 
the trend has been toward 
more, not less, segregation, as 
residential patterns changed. 


But since these cities do not 
have the South's admitted 
history of deliberate action to 
segregate the races, the situa- 
tion in each can be judged by 
the courts only as individual 
suits are brought and the 
evidence examined.

In San Francisco, , such a suit 


was -dismissed in the early 
1960s: the school board's special 
counsel then was Joseph Alioto, 
now the mayor. In 1970, the 
N.A.A.C.P. again sued, claim- 
ing that school segregation 
here was, in effect, de jure; 
that is, the result of deliberate 
official action. In a case that 
busing opponents say the school 
board scarcely bothered to de- 
fend, Federal Judge Stanley A. 
Weigel found tHat the board's 
failure to adjust school boun- 
daries and take other actions, 
as residential patterns shifted 
over the years, indeed had 
meant that "segregation in our 
schools has been fostered by 
action and inaction." 


The finding made 
J* on 


for Weigel to order busing to 
correct racial imbaJance. In 
most cities, the problem in 
such cases is to produce a fair 
mixture of blacks and whites in 
each school; here, the difficulty 
is compounded by the presence 
of other racial minorities — 


Spanish-surname (12 per cent), 
Asia, mostly Chinese (17.7 per 
cent) and "other non-white"

Bit Of History Is Lost With Closing Of Three Branch Libraries

With the opening of the Charles H. Gere and Victor 


E. Anderson branch libraries comes the closing of three 
historical buildings that have served library-goers for the 
past half century. 


According to Charles E. Dalrymple, director of library 


services, "the most logical solution to the problem of serving 
an ever-increasing population was to build larger libraries 
with 
more 
adequate 
collections 
and 
longer 
hours 
of 


service." 


"Since the old buildings were not repairable or ex- 


pandable," continued Dalrymple, "units which comprise three 
times as much actual space and three to five times as 
many books and twice the hours of service were planned." 


These larger branch buildings are replacing College View, 


Havelock and University Place branches, as»well as the 
Southeast Temporary Unit. 


Made possible through funding by Carnegie Foundation 


grants, the branch libraries in College View, Havelock and 
University Place are similar m style. Each of the three 
brick buildings features a neo-classic facade and high ceilings 
within. 


The Carnegie grants were made with the stipulation that 


a community would furnish the site and supply an annual 
maintenance fund of at least 1% of the amount of the 
grant. 


The first of the Carnegie libraries built was the Havelock 


branch, located at 4308 No. 63rd. In was opened in 1907. 


According to Mrs Shirley Young, librarian at Havelock 


for the past seven years, the building is in "terrible shape 
and really too small to justify further expenditure." 


Mrs. Young reports that plaster fell from the walls and 


that "rain and snow easily found their way through the 
cracks." But the physical inconveniences did not detract frojn 
the "intimate neighborhood atmosphere" that prevailed in 
the library. 


"Although it is always hard to leave the old," said Mrs. 


Young, now librarian at the Victor E. Anderson branch library, 
"one must move with the times." 


It is also with mixed feelings that Miss Aubrey Lockenour 


leaves the University Place branch library, located at No. 
48th and Cleveland, after serving as librarian there for seven 
years. It is like "leaving an old, much-loved house and 


moving into ,a new one," said Miss Lochenour, who is now 
working at the Anderson branch. 


The building, erected in 1916 at the cost of $10,000, shows 


the least deterioration of the three Carnegie libraries. 


For the opening of the University Place library on New 


Years Day 1917, the shelves were filled with 1,618 volumes. 
An anonymous gift of five dollars was made at that time for 
the purchase of a clock. 


In the early history of the library there was a strong 


link with the Methodist Church which also served the small 
community of University Place. 


When the suburb was consolidated with the city of Lincoln 


in 1926, me library .became part_of the Lincoln library system. 


Opening its doors tor the first time on January 3, 1916, 


•was the College View Library, built on land adjoining and 
belonging to Union College. 


Included in the furnishings of the library were a drinking 


fountain donated by the Wornens Christian Temperance Union 
and a telephone donated by the Lincoln Telephone Com- 
pany. 


When the city of Lincoln incorporated College View in 


1929, it was provided that the land would revert to Union 
College if use of the library was discontinued. 


It is interesting to note that in its 56 years of existence,' 


the library has had only three librarians. 


"Creaky floors, a leaky roof, doors that would not lock, 


cracked walls and many other evidences of age have made 
this Carnegie building no longer useful as a library," said 
Mrs. Malissa M. Ruybalid, librarian at the College View 
branch for the past 15V2 years. 


Nevertheless, it was with "a bit of nostalgia" that Mrs. 


Ruybalid turned the keys to the old building for the last 
time. 


"Many happy moments have been spent there helping 


the patrons of Southeast Lincoln, and others from all parts 
of the city," said Mrs. Ruybalid, who is now reference librarian 
at the Charles H. Gere branch library. 


Through the efforts of Lawrence Lee, former assistant 


Librarian at College View and present editor of the Clock . 
Tower at Union College, the library will remain standing 
for a few more years 


The building will eventually be torn down to make way . 


for t the expansion of a nearby science building. Until then, 
it will be the temporary home of the Union College Museum.

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Nebraska Feeders Must Work To Meet Pollution Control Deadline 


By OOMINICK COSTELLO

The deadline for 
having 


complied with feedjot pollution 
abatment control programs is 
De"c. 1, 1971, and Nebraska's 
feeders have a lot of work to do 
before the deadline. 


"We have slightly over 19,000 


feedlots in the state with just 40 
that 
have 
completed 
their 


systems, 172 that have had 
they: systems 
approved for 


construction and an additional 
225 'that have had the system 
designs prepared," said Dr. 
William Splinter, chairman of 
the Department of Agriculture 
Engineering at the University 
of Nebraska. 


Not all of the feedlots need 


treatment. "A rough estimate 
would show 25% that need very 
little treatment, 
25% need 


minor treatment, such as a 
terrace to keep water off a 
feedlot, and perhaps an area to 
dispose of waste material from 
the lot. Possibly 50% of the 
feedlots will have to spend 
quite a bit of money to comply 
with the law and perhaps 1% 
will be impossible to solve 
economically and will have to 
move the lot or close it up," 
estimates Conrad Gilbertson 
USDA Agriculture Engineer at 
the University of Nebraska.

Later experiments conducted in 
1970 and 71 indicate that the 
grass prospered and produced 
as much as 313% more grass 
than untreated areas Protein 
content was higher too. At this 
point I would strongly suggest 
a farmer try it on a small area 
first to see if there is a chance 
of destroying his crop," he 
said 


Gilbertson speculates

salts settled in the liquid or 
some unusual combination of 
plant nutrients in the waste 
material caused the plants to 
die. 


Gilbertson has a three-acre

It 
has something of a majestic 
appearance, and it has known 
nothing but happiness during 
the time, and since, it was the 
home of the Stuart family. 


It's addresses 1835 D St., and 


it is to know more happiness as 
it serves the community. It now 
is the WICS-YWCA Residence 
for Women. 


The 
p u r p o s e 
of 
the 


"residence," which director 
Mrs. Lucille Nevels tells us is 
the correct usage rather than 
'home,' is to provide a place for 
young women between the ages 
of 16 and 18, who cannot func- 
tion in their present living 
situations, to reside. 


The dream began in 1969, 


when the WICS (Women m 
Community Service) came to 
grips with the crying need of 
placement for girls who were 
cither delinquent or pre-delin- 
quent and homeless. The WICS 
offices, which are manned by a 
generally volunteer staff, are 
located in the YWCA building. 
The coordination of the two 
groups came naturally. 


In 
the 
presence of 
the 


residence concept, there also 
were 
many 
physical 
and 


tangible needs that demanded 
fulfillment, Mrs. Nevels ex- 
plains. Funding was one of the 


first hills to climb, and finding 
a home that would be suitable 
f"r such a project was another 
bridge that had to be crossed. 


Between December of 1969 


and July of this year, around 
$50,000 was allocated through 
Federal funds and another 
$16,000 was raised locally. After 
extended negotiations a home 
was found' and purchased. 


The residence is a well- 


maintained older home which 
features three levels, although 
only two are being used at 
present. The capacity of the 
home is 12, and eight girls 
maintain quarters there now. 


The program, 
under the 


guidance of Mrs. Nevels, social 
worker Mrs. Noreen Slater and 
three supervisors is very full 
and complete. 


Girls are referred to the 


residence through agencies in 
the community such as the 
Juvenile Court, 
the Parole 


Administration, the 
Welfare 


offices, State Social Services or 
the police. On first arrival, the 
girls are given a 
one-day 


orientation with the supervisor 
on duty. She is taught all of her 
functions and responsibilities 
within the home, including 
cleaning, cooking, budgeting 
and personal hygiene. 


The 
girl 
is 
placed im- 


mediately either in school or in 
a job if she doesn't already 
have one, and a routine is 
established House duties are 


assigned on a rotation basis, 
and each girl is assigned her 
duties for a w e e k - l o n g 
period. 


For instance- each week 


there is one cook and a second 
and third assistant. The main 
cook must prepare all luncheon 
and dinner meals for the week, 
plan the menus, check the 
supplies and create at least two 
gourmet meals. The job of the 
second cook is to wash the 
dishes, and the third cook mops 
the floor, empties the garbage, 
sets the table and supplies at- 
tractive center pieces. 


Curfews require that the girls 


be in the house between the 
hours of 5 o'clock and 7:30 for 
dinner and duties, and home by 
10 o'clock on weekdays and 
midnight on the weekends. 


The program is designed for 


treament anywhere from three 
months 
to 
a 
year, 
and 


sometimes two years During 
that 
period 
the girls 
are 


counseled by Mrs Slater, the 
social worker At the end of 
their stay, when Mrs Nevels 
and Mrs. Slater determine the 
individual is ready, the girl is 
placed in independent living 
quarters. 


One of the important aspects 


of the home is development of 
skills in homemaking, and a 
professional in homemaking 
skills from the University of 
Nebraska

Those hunters that did report 


success attributed their birds to 
their dogs as the gusty wind 
made the birds sit tight. 


Panhandle hunters found that 


large groups worked best with 
several limits over seventy 
— being reported to officials at 
checking stations. Heavy frost 
on both mornings discouraged 
some hunters, but by mid- 
morning, hunters were out 
tramping fields and shelter 
belts.

Hindman Wall believes in the adage that

Could THE GAME 
Finish In 0-0 Tie?

It becomes more and more inevitable, so to speak, that 


Nebraska and Oklahoma are going to be unbeaten when 
they meet at Norman (Okla.) on Thanksgiving Day and, 
also, that both the winner and loser will go to major bowl 
games when that time rolls around. 


But will there be a winner and a loser? Is it possible 


for two teams of their offensive caliber to wind up in a 
tie or even a scoreless deadlock? 


The odds are heavily against it, but so were they on 


an afternoon at Yankee Stadium in 1946 when Notre Dame 
and Army, each unbeaten, squared off in one of football's 
most magnetic series. 


They were contrasting juggernauts. The Irish had a flock 


of good running backs behind Johnny Lujack, but none to 
compare, reputation wise, with Army's Glenn Davis and Doc 
Blanchard. Notre Dame's strength was in its line, with Bob 
Skoglund, Jim Martin, Jack Zilly, G e o r g e Connor, Ziggy 
Strohmeyer, Bill Walsh and Marty Wendell. 


Their pre-game records were about as dazzling as those 


compiled, so far, by the Sooners and the Cornhuskers. 


Notre Dame had b e a t e n Illinois 26-6, Pitt 23-0, Purdue 


49-6, Iowa 40-6 and Navy 28-0. 


The Cadets had snuffed out Villanova 35-0, Oklahoma 21-7, 


Cornell 46-21, Michigan 20-13, Columbia 48-14, Duke 19-0 and 
West Virginia 19-0 for a straing of seven in a row. 


That was the picture on Nov. 9, exactly 25 years ago 


and it never changed. As twilight fell on the House That 
Ruth Built, the score was 0-0. 


There were only two real scoring chances that could 


have broken the game open. Notre Dame marched 60-ndd 
yards on one drive, but lost the ball on downs within the 
five. Blanchard finally broke loose behind the Irish line, 
but was upeneded by Lujack with an otherwiss clear field 
ahead. 


That was the sum and substance of the game of the 


year. Both Army and Notre Dame finished their seasons 
undefeated, which simply magnified the dramatic undoing 
of each item. 


Notre Dame was named national champ and Lujack, 


Connor and Mastrangelo landed on most all-American squads, 
along with the Cadet hackfield twins.

Oklahoma is an explosive team of youngsters but it can

Readers Baffled By Shifts 
In Wall Street's Mood

My mailbag indicates that 


some readers are confused by 
the rapid reversals in Wall 
Street periods of gloom at one 
moment and elation and good 
cheer the next. 


The investor should know 


whether his commitment is 
long term or a mere temporary 
trading position. When industry 
has been using only 73.2% of its 
manufacturing capacity, there 
is obviously room for improve- 
ment. But the early returns on 
third quarter corporate earn- 
ings indicate that management 
has not been asleep at the 
switch. 
Adjusting to transi- 


tional trends by cutting costs, 
an increasing number of com- 
panies are reporting an im- 
provement in earnings for the 
third quarter. 


The decline of stock prices at 


a time ot profit betterment 
means that the price-to-earning 
ratios have been dropping, with 
more value for the invested 
dollar. 


A Paterson. N.J., reader asks 


what to do with his Anchora 
Capital Mutual Fund which has 
shrunken since he acquired it 
in 1968. 


A. — After a decline of 


14.28% in 1969 and 12A7% in 
1970, it showed a gain of 17.10% 
in the past 12 months. Some 
funds fared better and others 
worse. This fund stood 215th 
among upwards of 532 funds 
clocked in the last 12 months by 
Arthur 
Lipper 
Corporation. 


This fund, started in 1968, is the 
newest fund in the Anchor 
group. Since the cash yeild is 
small and the investor 
is 


disappointed in the 
capital 


gains, he could improve his 
current return in a bond 
mutual fund or in a real estate 
trust. 


Q. — A Minneapolis reader 


states: "I have invested $14,000 
in United Accumulated, Na- 
tional Growth, and Fairfield 
over the past 15 years. Their 
p e r f o r m a n c e has been 
mediocre.

A. — You should appraise 


your 
holdings 
in

Your selection of funds should 
reflect your personal objec- 
tives. 


Lower Insurance Rate Seen 
As Benefit Of No-Fault Plan 


A University of Nebraska law 


professor told a Legislature 
interim study committee on 
automobile insurance that he 
thinks insurance rates in the 
state would drop if Nebraska 
adopted a form of no-fault in- 
surance. 


Dr. Roger Henderson, who 


helped draw up a model no- 
fault insurance bill for the 
Commission on Uniform State 
Laws, told 
the 
committee, 


"Yes, I think rates would drop 
in Nebraska." 


Under 
no-fault 
insurance 


policy-holders are reimbursed 
for their injuries by their own 
i n s u r a n c e c o m p a n i e s 
regardless of who is at fault. 
By cutting down court costs 
and adjuster fees, supporters of 
no-fault hope to lower auto in- 
surance premiums and speed 
up claims services. 


C u r r ently, Massachusetts, 


Illinois, 
Delaware, 
Florida, 


Oregon and Puerto Rico all 
have some form of no-fault in- 
surance. 
In 
Massachusetts, 


during no-fault's first year, the 
number of court claims drop- 
ped dramatically and rates 
were reduced by 15%. 


In 
addition 
to 
the 
cost 


benefits, Henderson said he 
believed that no-fault might 
also result in better built cars, 
because 
the 
likelihood 
of 


serious injuries would be less in 
well-constructed autos. Conse- 
quently, the insurance com- 
panies would give owners of 
safer cars a reduced rate and 
lobby the auto-maikers for bet- 
ter cars. 


"For instance, the cost of 


motorcycle insurance would 
rise while trucker's insurance 
would drop," he said. 


Henderson also said he felt 


too many people are currently 
over-insured, and 
when 
the 


time comes to collect, they 
never get back what they 
lost.
